What is E-Tithing? The Electronic Tithing plan is 
a program by which parishioners may have a 
monthly amount taken electronically from their 
bank accounts and electronically credited to their 
parish. It is a convenient, safe, and reliable way 
to make stewardship contributions using 
electronic transfer. This is similar to programs 
offered by banks and utility companies. Your 
contributions may be automatically withdrawn 
from a regular checking or savings account at any 
bank or credit union. Each parishioner simply 
completes a form and the parish does the rest. 
No one but the parishioner has access to his or 
her account, and nothing can be withdrawn 
without authorization. The contribution amount 
may be changed at any time by simply sending a 
written notice to the parish. 

Best of all, it saves time and helps keep your 
parish budget on track throughout the year.
